An agreed paper is submitted at Appendix "B". 

In. so far as this paper envisages an association 

between the Benelux countries and tripartite 

institutions of any kind, it is pointed out that / 

no tripartite machinery at present exists in 

Germany other than that set up to deal with the 

meetings just concluded in Berlin. The 

proposed measures for close co-operation between 

the Benelux countries and the Bizonal A.rea and 

the Benelux countries and the French Zone are 

already operable. 

(b) Working Parties 2, 3 and 4 

As will be seen from .Appendix "A” these Working 
Parties dealt with the various aspects of co- 
operation and co-ordination of economic affairs 
as between the Bizonal :\rea and the French Zone, 
including . the Implications of their ultimate 
fusion. 

Discussions took place as a result of which the points of view of 
the three delegations were clarified and recorded on many matters of detail. 


The Commanders-in-Chief have not agreed to approve the results of 
these discussions nor have they- agreed to the desirability of forwarding 
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them to the London Conference. Each Conroander-in-Chiof is, therefore* 
ierwarding to his Government's representative such records of these 
discussions as he considers desirable together with his eminent s therein.
